As regards questions concerning enemy countries, it is under 
stood that thoee concerning Germany will be taken up lint, then 
thoee concerning Austria-Hungary, and finally those relating to Bul¬ 
garia and Turkey. 

It is not expected that the conferences early next week between 
die Premiers of Great Britain, Prance and Italy, and President Wilson 
will deal with more than the moat general principles. In fact, It now 
seems doubtful that more than a broad general agreement will be 
reached before President Wilson returns to the United States in 
February.

The notification received by Lieut. Gurney from 
Ottawa regarding the post-discharge pay published 
in the re(iort of the meeting of the Great 
War Veterans in these columns yesterday 
calls for an explanation. It states that 
eivil employees of the Federal or Pro¬ 
vincial Governments who on retirement or dis¬ 
charge from service are privileged to return to 
their former positions in the Government service 
are not considered eligible for the pay. 

Notwithstanding the many weird things which 
come out from Ottawa from time to time, it is 
hard to believe the Government actually has 
entered such a ridiculously unjust stipulation into 
its provision for post-discharge pay. and that the 
notification received by the officer is not merely 
the result of misapprehension on the part of the 
person who sent it. Why soldiers who arc privileg¬ 
ed to return to their positions iif Government ser¬ 
vice. some of which are the worst paid in the coun¬ 
try’, are made ineligible for pottbdisiliargc pay. 
while others, for instance, who lire able to return 
to or obtain positions in other spheres of activity 
are eligible furnishes a riddle which makes that of 
the Sphinx child's play. 

Neither the recent announcement concerning the 
post-discharge pay nor any of the explanations 
which followed it made any distinctions based 
upon the eivil employment of the applicants. On
